television Monday night to report 
on the national econom y and dis­ 
close his decision on when

if a tax reduction is necessary. 
A White House announcem ent of 
Kennedy's broadcast plans cam e 
after he met for 75 minutes with 
the chief econom ic officials of the 
governm ent 
plus 
advisers 
from 
outside the executive branch. 
The President will speak Mon­ 
day at 4 p.m. P D T over all tele­ 
vision networks plus the radio fa- 
-'Mti-s of the Mutual Broadcast­ 
ing System . 
"The President will discuss the 
national econom y," a White House 
statem ent said. 
Kennedy 
announced 
som etim e 
ago that he would decide whether 
a tax cut was needed this year 
after 
receiving 
econom ic 
indi­ 
cators on conditions across t h e 
country in July. 
Administration sources said that 
by the tim e the chief executive 
goes on the air M onday night, he 
will have weighed 
the econom ic 
indicators 
available 
and 
m ade 
his decision on when to ask Con­ 
gress for a tax reduction to stim ­ 
ulate the national 
economy. 
The scope of 
today's m eeting 
was considerably broader in p er­ 
sonnel than the White House origi- 
inally announced. 
The White House first said the 
conferees included the secretaries 
of T reasury. C om m erce and Labor 
plus the Council o f Econom ic Ad­

budget director.

Two Orchid Trees Do 
Well in Desert Area 


Inhabitants and visitors to Palm 
Springs who saw the orchid tree 
in full bloom this spring surely 
envied their o w n e r s . Under the 
horticultural 
designation of Bau- 
hama there a re two species that 
thrive in the vicinity and that am­ 
ply repay the cost and care en­ 
tailed in raising them to maturity. 
The first of these, the orchid 
tree, sometimes called mountain 
ebony, grows to heights varying 
between 15 and 25 feet. Like the 
vast m ajority of trees grown lo­ 
cally is not native to the area, 
(¡rowing profusely in Indio-China, 
it is of com paratively recent im­ 
portation. ft thrives best in well- 
drained soil and should be amply 
fed with the nutrim ent contained 
in 
most 
commercial 
fertilizers. 
When applying fertilizers it is un­ 
wise to dig the feed into the sur­ 
rounding soil. Lightly loosen the 
surface of the soil with a rake. 
Spread the fertilizer, rake again 
then water copiously. 
Have a Pro Plant It 
When planting the young orchid 
trees follow your nurserym an's in­ 
structions carefully.

In '53 we experimented by us­ 
ing a perforated, five-gallon can, 
preparing the 
soil 
and planting 
seeds from a pod. If we remember 
correctly it took about three years 
before reaching a height of three 
feet. 
When moving to a new home in 
Palm Springs we brought along 
the five-gallon can and planted 
the tree (rath er trees) in prepared 
soil. Within two years we had three 
trees growing into each other and 
we have enjoyed the showing each 
year.

It's Really Not a Loophole 


Possible tax reduction and tax reform 
grip the headlines. Inevitably, a part of the 
discussion centers around ways to eliminate 
tax loopholes. 
However, some of the alleged loopholes 
are not loopholes at all. They represent in­ 
stead, widely misunderstood tax policies of 
long-standing which are essential to this 
country's growth, employment, living stan­ 
dards, and defense. 
The prime example here is the 27!i per 
cent depletion allowance allowed oil pro­ 
ducers (and producers only). That amounts 
to a credit against federal income taxes. Here, 
say its critics, is a loophole of huge magni­ 
tude. So—what are the facts? 
Fact one, which no one can conceivably 
dispute, is that this country must keep on 
searching for more nil to compensate for 
the enormous consumption. 
Fact two is that oil wells are wasting 
assets, which wear out and must be replaced 
if our vital underground reserves are to be 
maintained at a safe level. 
Fact three is that searching for nil is

HOLMES ALEXANDER: 
Senate Vs. Court - Religion Battle 


WASHINGTON. D C. - By na­ 
ture the U.S. Supreme Court is 
also the supreme reve raer of oth­ 
er people's opinions, hut now it 
appears that the Court may get 
Its comeuppance from another 
prestigious body, the U.S. Sen­ 
ate. 
Ever since the Court’s deci­ 
sion in the New York prayer 
case, outlawing a 23-word invo­ 
cation by children to their Diety. 
the Senate has been bound and 
determined to write a Constitu­ 
tional Amendment which would 
reverse the Court. 
But when it comes to framing 
language to do the work, the Ju­ 
diciary Committee, as well as 
several 
Senatorial 
volunteers, 
have been stumped. At the two 
Judiciary meetings which I've 
attended, the proposed wordage 
lost all meaning in verbosity, 
and the arguments between Sen­ 
ators sounded more like mediev­ 
al metaphysical dialogues than 
modern Americanese. 
Order Out of Chaos 
Then along came an expert 
[witness, Bishop James P i k e . 
(Episcopalian. Calif.) — and or- 
ler rose out of chaos. The Bish­ 
ip is an organ-toned, burly, 
ilack-haired. triple threat, in 
that he is a theologian of im- 
iressive scholarship, a lawyer 
’ho has taught religion and Law 
md is privileged to practice as 
member of the Bar of the Su- 
ireme Court, and, finally, a man 
if wit. 
This third qualification stood 
r. Pike in the best stead when 
le came to telling the Judiciary 
iomiriittee how to amend the 
institution and save the right 
prayer in public schools. His 
lips had the Senators chuck­ 
ing, but that wasn't where his 
it shone brightest. Agreeing, no 
iubt. with Shakespeare, who 
ild us that "brevity is the soul 
wit,” Bishop Pike proposed 
1st 14 words to clear up the 
fhole religious controversy. The 


First Amendment forbids any 
law for "the establishment of re­ 
ligion." The Bishop declares the 
phrase should be rewritten to 
state: 
"The recognition as an Estab­ 
lished Church of any denomina­ 
tion, sect, or organized religious 
association " 
Constitution Intent 
This, of course, is what the 
Constitution intended in the first 
place. Dr. Pike's curt substitu­ 
tion would fix everything. All we 
need is for two-thirds of both 
Houses of Congress and three- 
fourths of the States to give their 
approval. 
During the Bishop's fluent tes­ 
timony. Senator Hart (D. Mich ), 
threw a momentary scare into 
the proceedings. Hart, a devput 
Catholic and much concerned 
with all this, pointed out to Dr. 
Pike (who. at the time, was 
reading off religious allusions 
from numerous State Constitu­ 
tions) that nowhere is there the 
slightest reference to God in the 
F e d e r a l Constitution. Where, 
then, is there any fundamental 
authority for proclaiming the 
USA to be a godly nation? 
Momentarily, it appeared that 
the Senator had the Bishop stym­ 
ied Dr. Pike recovered, however 
to remark that the Constitution

"presupposed" God because its 
framers were, to a considerable 
extent, the same ones who wrote 
the Declaration of Independence, 
where "Nature's God” is used 
in the first paragraph. There 
was no point, Dr. Pike contend­ 
ed. in the Founding Fathers say­ 
ing what they'd said already. 
Immediate Antecedent 
Well — maybe, but to one lis­ 
tener the Bishop seemed a little 
shaky here. Thomas Jefferson, 
reputed to the author of the 
Declaration, was out of the coun­ 
try, as Minister to France, when 
the Constitution was drawn and 
adopted. Moreover, the Declara­ 
tion was not the predecessor or 
antecedent of the Constitution. 
The Constitution's immediate an­ 
tecedent was the Articles of Con­ 
federation and Perpetual Union, 
1781, a splendid but neglected 
masterpiece in which Article One 
gives the name of our country: 
"The stile of this confederacy 
shall be the United States of 
America." 
Had Dr. Pike replied to Sena­ 
tor Hart that the Articles of Con­ 
federation (it was s i g n e d by 
many who signed the Constitu­ 
tion five years later) officially 
incorporated a belief in God into 
our national charter, he would 
have been on sounder ground. 
The sum-up. final paragraph of 
the Articles begins: 
"And whereas it hath pic reed 
the Great Governor of the World 
to incline the hearts of the legis­ 
latures we respectively repre­ 
sent in Congress, to approve of. 
and to authorize us to ratify the 
said Articles of Confederation . . . 
etc . . 
Any mention of the good, old 
Articles brings the intellectual- 
ist's snicker these days, for the 
Articles are very specific about 
States' rights, and hence very 
out of fashion. But it is here, 
rather than in the Declaration, 
that this nation really declared 
itself to be "under God." 
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an exceedingly risky business. Only about 
three out of 100 wildcat wells are success­ 
ful producers. 
What this adds up to is that men must 
he offered an inducement if they are to tale 
such long risks. And that explains the why 
and wherefore of the depletion allowance. 
Even so, depletion provides only about SI 
out of every 54 which is spent in develop­ 
ing production. 
Still another fact — if depletion goes 
out the window, something must take its 
place as an essential economic force. That 
something would have to be higher prices 
for oil products. Estimates say, for instance, 
the motorists would be forced to pay some 
5 cents a gallon more for gasoline. 
So the story goes. Depletion isn't a tax 
loophole, and it doesn’t represent tax fav­ 
oritism. Instead, it performs a necessary ro|p 
in sustaining the country’s economic stature. 
And it is more important now’ than ever be­ 
fore, in this era of an intensifying cold war. 
and eser toiigher competition for trade and 
prestige both here and aboard.

EDITOR'S NOTE: This is the 
last installment of a three- 
part report on federal aid to 
education given in a speech by 
Dr. John Addison Howard, pre­ 
sident of Rockford College, 
Recently President Davidson 
of the University of Louisville 
made some observations about 
the effects of governmental re­ 
search programs, and noted that 
doctoral programs, initiated at 
Louisville in 1951, now number 
eight, all in science, and all in 
response to opportunities pro- 
ment. If the initiative effectively 
lav with the graduate Dean and 
faculty of that university, do 
you think they would have ex­ 
cluded other branches of learn­ 
ing'1 This example raises anoth­ 
er matter, the effect of match­ 
ing grants and the extent to 
which local policy is influenced 
by the opportunities provided 
from above. It can be said that 
Louisville should have b e e n 
strong and resisted the tempta­ 
tion to build eight graduate sci­ 
ence departments before it could 
start some in other fields, but 
a university is a service insti­ 
tution and understandably choos­ 
es to provide the fullest range 
of services it can. 
Politics Vs Education 
The fact remains that govern­ 
mental programs do have the 
inexorable effect of making an 
institution 
something 
different 
than it would have been had the 
institutional officers laid t h e 
plans, free of government influ­ 
ence. 
There are other essential as­ 
pects of the nature of a college 
and its purposes which must be 
evaluated in regard to the ef­ 
fects of federal subsidy — wheth­ 
er college presidents of the fu­ 
ture will he chosen for their 
political skills and Washington 
contacts instead of for their ed­ 
ucational philosophy, 
for in­ 
stance — but perhaps enough 
has been said to make the point 
that we must pay a heavy price 
for federal dollars and it be­ 
hooves us to know what that 
price is before we make the 
deal 
Money is the present magnet 
which draws education toward 
federal aid. but for most educa­ 
tors, Washington dollars h a v » 
long been considered a l a s t 
resort. Since money is the lure, 
some money questions ought to 
he asked. Do we actually be­ 
lieve new funds can suddenly 
spring forth from Washington 
like Athena appearing full grown 
from the head of Zeus? Or have 
we deceived ourselves i n t o 
thinking we can borrow from the 
future larger and larger sums 
without ever having to pay 
them? 
Finds Available 
The additional money for edu­ 
cation which wp might obtain 
from the federal government is 
the same money which is al­ 
ready available tn the s t a t e , 
municipal and private sources, 
although it is true they are less 
prodigal with their funds. Clear­ 
ly our easiest course is to get 
Congress to vote monies for us, 
but the sacrifices education must 
make for that easy money would 
seem to involve selling our edu­ 


cational soul I am not willing 
to believe that the people of 
America, nor their elected rep­ 
resentatives, nor their educa­ 
tional leaders would lake this 
step if they recognized its full 
implications. Difficult as it may 
be to obtain our finances through 
th- traditional s o u r c e s , th# 
slakes warrant far more deter­ 
mined cffortv than have yet 
hern made. Great treasures are 
only earned and safeguarded by 
hard work, personal sacrifice 
and vigilance. A strong diverse, 
dynamic system of colleges and 
universities guided and restrict­ 
ed only by their respective 
boards of control is truly one of 
the greatest treasures we poss­ 
ess. 
Hns(y Action 
It appears as if we are being 
stampeded into hasty action by 
governmental officers who un­ 
derstandably would like the cred­ 
it for solving a grave problem 
and by the professional Washing­ 
ton staff members of educational 
agencies who are expressly hired 
to promote closer ties between 
government and education. Per­ 
haps these people are so en­ 
grossed in their own responsibili­ 
ties that they lack the perspec­ 
tive to anticipate the consequenc­ 
es of their recommendations. It 
is for us whose lives are bound 
up in the operation of colleges 
tn analyse with precision an d 
make known with 
conviction 
what will he (he results of fur­ 
ther subsidy by the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
May we be granted the wis­ 
dom to recognize in this matter 
what is truly essential and what 
i merely urgent! And may w« 
he granted the courage and tha 
strength to meet the problems 
of education by methods that 
will safeguard the institutions 
entrusted to us!
